With tears in her eyes, Mrs. Bryant 
told Judge McElhinney how she and 
her husband had made three trials at 
living together and how at last her hus- 
band told her that because she couldn’t 
get fat he was going to build a little 
houge-in which she could live 'n the rear 
yard of their home at 3547 Manhattan 
avenue. | si 

Taking her 2-year- -old dnuchter, Eu- 

nice, she fled to the home of her moth- 
er’ when her husband actually began 
preparations for building the little house 
which was to be her place of exile from 
the family hearth. 
Though she was reproached daily be- 
cause of her thinness, Mrs. Bryant says, 
she continued to live with her husband 
until July, 1906. | 


Reproached Again, She Says. 
“I. couldn’t stand it any longer, and 
I went*to the home ofany 
Henry Thomas, at_ 3646 Manhatian ave-, 
nue, across the street from our house,’’ 
she said. © 
‘““T filed sult for a divorce, but my 
husband begged me to go back to him, 
and I did so, agreeing to dismiss the 
suit.. I didn’t dismiss it, though, be- 
cause, soon after I went back, my hus- 
band again began to reproach me be- 
cause I.was so thin. In November, 1906, 
I left him again. Early in January he 
told me that he was going to California 
and was never coming .back, and that 
if I would change the charge in my pe- 
titioh from cruelty to desertion he would 
not fight the case. 
“Two weeks after_I obtained my di- 
vorce decree he came back. He went 
to court with me and told the Judge 
that it was all a mistake, and that he 
had not meant to desert me. We. had 
the decree set aside and went home 
together. 
“Everything was all right for, awhile, 
but soon he began tu reproach me again 
because I wasn’t fat, in March Jast he 
told .me that he had lest all patience 
with me because I was so thin, and 
that he would build me a little house 
n the yard. He. was laying out a 
fence to separate my half of the yard 
from his when I left him and filed an- 
other suit for divorce.” 
Bryant has filed -a crossbill, in which 
he alleges “incompatibility.” He has 
filled his home with toys, in the expecta- 
tion that the Court. will award the cus- 
tody of his daughter to him. 

Henry O. Thomas, who formerly 
boarded with the Bryants and who is 
now the husband of Mrs. Bryans moth- 
er, testified that Bryant complained to 
him almost every day that his wife was 
so thin and that in the summer of 1904 
Bryant sent Mrs. Bryant to Kentucky. 
After she was gone, Bryant said, ac- 
cording to the witness, that ‘‘bacon, 
beans, hominy and milk she will get 
down there ought to fatten her up.” 
But when she came back she was as 
thin as ever and Bryant was great’y 
disappointed, said Thomas.

JEFFERSON CITY., Mo., Jan. 23. 
—Gov. Folk today gave the, Post- 
Dispatch the first authoritative an- 
nouncement of his candidacy for the 
United States Senatorship to succeed 
Senator W. J. Stone. 

The Governor said he would open 
his campaign with a speech in St. Jo 
seph the first week in February. 
While it has been believed for 
months that the Governor would en- 
ter’ the senatorial contest there has 
not before been an officially statement 
from him. 

The Governor’s Statement. 

The Governor’s statement today is 
as follows: 

“If I ean be of service to the party 
and to those who believe in the ideas 
I have been advocating by allowing 
my name to be considered for. United 
States Senator, I shall do so. I shall 
continue the fight in official position 
if the people desire; if they teleage 
me from further official duties, I shal] 
fight. on in’ private life’ for the prin- 
ciples I have battled for to the best 
of my ability in public station.. 

“My name will go before the Legis: 


Ifattire of 1909 only in the event that 


at least a plurality of the Democratic 
votes are cast for me in the sena- 
torial primary. I shall do all in my 
power to have the will of the Demo- 
cratic voters, as expressed in that. pri- 
mary, carried out by the Democratic 
members of the General Assembly. 

-“As to the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, I have no more interest in that 
than any other Missouri Democrat.” 

Anyone Has Right. 

“Tl am not endeavoring either to have 
anyone run or to keep anyone from 
running. Any Democrat in the State 
has the right to make the race if he 
chooses to do so. 

“One of the measures I advocated wag 
the State-wide primary law, under 
which no man or set of men can control 
nominations. This power. is now in the 
hands of the people, and it rests with 
the more than 300,000 Democrats of Mis- 
souri to say who the party candidate 
for "Governor shall be. 

“It has never been my idea that the 
Governor should be merely a party 
boss, and I have refused to assume that 
role. I would regard it as unwarranted 
to interfere between individuals where 
no principle is involved. W' =. there 
is a principle, it is quite another mat- 
ter. As long as each candidate scems 
to indorse the policies of the admin:s- 
tration, 1 see no occasion to take part 
in that fight. It is not clear yet, how- 
ever, what all the candidates stand 
for, as none of them have made 
speeches. Those who believe in the 
course pursued by the administration 
will naturally support that candidate 
who most nearly represents the ideas 
that the administration has been con- 
tending for. 

“The gubernatorial primary is six 
months off, so there is time enough for 
matters to be fully understood by the 
people before their votes are cast.” 


Many Ask Him to Run. 

The Governor has received many dele- 
gations from different parts of the State 
the last few months urging him to be- 
come a candidate. Many letters have 
also been received to the effect that it 
is necessary to party success this fall 
that his name be on the ticket, and 
that if only the name of Senator Stone 
appears for Senator the opposition would 
be such as to cause the Joss of the Leg- 
isiature to the Democrats. 

They have also urged that he owed 
it to the friends who stood by Him in 
his | fight for Governor to continue the 
fight for the same ideas.

PUBLIC IS INDIFFERENT 





Press Does Not Denounce 
Wrongs and Bad Men Are 
Always in Power. 





Jeptha D. Howe, chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee, told a Post- 


Dispatch reporter Thursday that he was 
disgusted with politics and intended to 
retire @s soon as he could do so with 
fairness to his friends. Chairman Howe 
is leading the fight for Secretary Taft 
for President in St. Louis, and declared 
that on account of the indifference of 
the people toward movements intend- 
ed for the public good he intends to quit 
politics. 
Long Been Disgustéd. 


“For some time I have been dis- 
gusted with politics and am going to 
get out as soon as I can convenient- 
ly do so with fairness to my friends 
who are interested. My reason for 
this is based upon the fact that polit- 
ical movements which appear to me 
to be for the best interests of the city 
and of the Republican party do not 
receive the active support from our 
so-called good people and our Repub- 
lican press, and on the other hand 
movements by men whose past record 
is such that their names are sufficient 
to condemn any public movement they 
are associated with, can perpetrate 
the most high-handed frauds and. by 
the most unfair means without re- 
ceiving the condemnation which they 
deserve from the press. 

“The press and the public never be- 
come aroused to these men’s ultimate 
purpose until they have nominated 
some ticket in a convention, or have 
elected their men to office where they 
betray their public trust. These con- 
ditions continue from year to year. | 
The same crowd is always in control 
and they seem to be encouraged rath- 
er thin discoufaged in thetr move- 
ments, and therefore get the support 
of uninformed men. Their purposes 
and their plans and what they stand 
for can only be exposed by the public 
press, who are fully informed but are 
indifferent. 

“As an example of this, on last Mon- 
day night a Congressional Committee 
met representing one of the richest and 
one of the most intelligent and’ cultured 
districts in the United States, for the 
purpose of calling a convention to elect 
delegates to nominate a President, and 
issued & call where one set of judges and 
clerks are to be appointed by the ma- 
jority faction, which is nine out of 16 
members, and established a rule where- 
by no opposing delegation to this ma- 
jority faction can receive any represen- 
tation. The filing fee for filing delega- 
tions with the secretary of the com- 
mittee is $10 per delegate. A delega- 
tion of 10 men would cost $100, 

“The filing fee with the Election Com- 
missioners for the whole delegation is 
$20, and each delegation must have law- 
ful judges and clerks in the polls. There 
fg no means in this primary of testing 
the qualification of an elector because 
the registration books are in the control 
of the Election Commissioners. There 
ig no means of swearing the judges and 
elerks to perform their duty, because 
there is no law providing for this char- 
acter of a primary and no one author- 
ized to administer the oath. 

Much Chance for Crime. 

“The primary, not being held uncer 
any provision of law, no crime can be 
committed by repeating, ballot-box stuft- 
ing or false returns, and therefore no 
punishment for any offense. Some mem-

Overrule New York Jurist’s 


Rebuke to Wives Who 
Spoil Food. 





WOMAN SAYS IT’S TRUE 





Lunch Room Manager and 
French Chef Agree With 
Easterner. 





St. Louis judges are disposed to over- 
rule Justice Greenbaum of the Supreme 
Court of New York, who says that men 
—— because their wives are inferior 


“The average woman knows nothing 
about cooking,” according to Justice 
Gréenbaum. ‘The cooking is vile. Chil- 
dren are nourished improperly. The 
Wage-earner, the bread-winner, does not 
receive proper food to sustain him. I 
haye no doubt that many men go to sa- 

: t night just because they are im- 
Pp y nourished at home.” 

Cjreult Judge Taylor says: ‘Justice 

Greenbaum has that wrong. Bad cook- 
ing does not make men drink. They 

drihk because they wish to. Sweeping 
statements of this kind will not stand. 

It be that, in a given instance, the 

king or bad housekeeping of a 

may have a tendency to cause: 
ne ey to drink, but that is not the general 
rule.”’ 

Judge Withrow says: ‘‘My observa- 

has been that the cooking of most 
women is in keeping with their station 
in life, and their husband’s station in 
lifé,, All women should know how to 
‘cook, and most of them do. I do not 
think that men are driven to drink 
by the cooking of their wives.” 


Foster Reverses the Rule. 


Judge Foster says: ‘“‘When I went to 
school I learned it the other way. The 
professors told me that the use of alco- 


hol tended to impair the natural appe- 
tite for food. A drinking man might 
' therefore find fault with his wife's cook- 
ing, when the fault was with his own 
abused stomach. I don’t think there is 
- any connection between bad cooking and 
dissipation.”’ 

Judge Greenbaum, on the other hand, 
has the enthusiastic approval of Ed- 
_mond Perault, chef at the Planters Ho- 
tel. 

“Ze woman can’t cook,” exclaimed 
Edmond. “She no haf ze brains. She 
fry, she stew, she boil, but—milles ton- 
neres!—she can't cook. Moi-meme, I 
take ze steak, anysing, and make from 
it ge statuary, ze Venus de Milo.

Pauline Zelukovitz, who. subsequently 
removed to Bonne Terre, Mo., and Katie 
Nagel, formerly of Benton, Ill., are the 
two young wemen who claim Witzhoff 
married them and lived wath them in 
St. Louis. 

Arrested in Scotland. 

The cablegram from London, after 
telling of the striking resemblance 
Hynes bears to Witzhoff's photographs, 
Bays: 

“The police of Bristol are following 
a.clew by which they hope to identify 
Hynes as Witzheff. They are getting 
evi. nce from Manchester, where, ‘it is 
believed, ‘Witzhoff has been practicing 
dentistry. 

‘““Hyne was arrested at Aberdeen, 
Scotland, last Wednesday, charged with 
defrauding a woman he married in Bris- 
tol of $10,000. Hyne has been a prac- 
ticing dentist.” 

For five years preceding his disep- 
pearance Witzhoff had conducted den- 
tal offices in St. Louis, Baltimore and 
Chicago, and wherever he went he left 
a trail of wives behind. 

Witzhoff only married women with 
some money, whether it was a few hun- 
dreds or thousands. He lived With them 
long enough to get possession of their 
Wealth and disappeared. Several young 
women, whom the bigamist married, 
have-since remarried. 

One Woman Chloroformed.

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THE TWO-THIRDS RULE AND THE SOUTH. , 

When Southern Democrats had slavery to de- 
fend and the extension of slavery to promote they 
availed. themselves of the two-thirds rule in na- 
tional conventions. Be i ye 

The author of the rule was Mr. Saunders of 
North Carolina and as it worked on two occasions 
to defeat Northern Democrats who were not ac- 
ceptable to the slave power, it came to be looked 
upon as peculiarly a Southern, institution. In 
point of fact, the rule requiring a two-thirds vote 
instead of a majority to nominate a candidate for 
the presidency may be defended as one designed 
to give the atates which are looked to for elec- 
toral votes a power to veto the choice of a bare 
majority coming from states which cannot be de- 
}pended.upon for assistance of that kind. 

.Ag there never.was a solid South before the 
Civil War, it will be seen that under the two- 
thirds rule the safe Democratic states in that 
section now have a more powerful political in- 
ducement than ever to avail themselves of the 
veto which this rule places in their hands. Re- 
fusing to exercise it, there can be no other con- 
clusion than that Southern Democrats lost in- 
terest in national politics when slavery disap- 
peared and secession was defeated. 

Martin Van Buren in 1844 and Stephen A. 
Douglas in 1860 failed of regular nomination 
under the operation of the rule. Both had de- 
cided majorities, but neither could get the neces- 
sary two-thirds. In the case of Van Buren as in 
that of Douglas the minority vetoed the wishes 
of the majority because the Northern men did not 
meet the views of Southerners on the subject of 
slavery. 


When the rule was adopted at the first nation- 
al convention in 1832 it wag agreed that it was 
not to be considered a precedent, but from 
that time to this it has been reaffirmed either in 
words or by common consent by every Democratic 
convention, and for some years past precedent 
has been cited as the highest authority for it. 

Outside of the South there is not a State in the 
Union that can be counted on with dertainty for 
a Democratic electoral vote. The few Northern. 
states that fifteen of‘ twenty years ago were re- 
garded as doubtful have not been in sympathy 
with the recent leadership and inspiration of the 
party. It will happen, then, if Demcoratic poli- 
cies are this year to remair unchanged, that del- 
egates from states overwhelmingly Republican 
will select the candidates and write the. plat- 
form.

In 1844 the two-thirds rule defeated Martin Van 
Buren, Jackson's heir, and gave the nomination 
to James K. Polk. Polk had been Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, but he was not as well 
known to the country at large as is Gov. Johnson 
of Minnesota or Gov. Folk of Missouri. Van 
Buren had been nominated twice and had been 
defeated once at the polls. Hts fellow Democrats 
did not look with favor upon a third attempt, for 
they wanted to win. 

If the Democrats of the South could be per- 
suaded to sfand as firmly for the principles of 
their party as they once did for the odious inst!- 
tution of human slavery “Ichabod” need not be 
written upon the records of their political great- 
ness.

But because they have shown wonderful things in seasons back 
two, three and four years, the managers still have faith in them, 
and have once more offered them positions simply with the hope

If Nick Altrock had nothing more to 
show his worth than his record in. the 
American League in the season of 1907, 
he would probably be seeking a job 
fm the Three I this spring. The same is 
true of “Happy” Jack Chesbro of the 
New York club. He would be lucky to 
get a job at $100 per-in the Kitty League. 

But Charley Comiskey hasn’t forgotten 
what Nick, the handsome wne, did for 
him fn 1996 when he won the American 
League pennant and then beat the Chi- 
cago Cubs for the championship of the 
world. Neither has Clark Griffith for- 
gotten the days when Jack twirled the 
ball on the New York hilltops and de- 
lighted the Gotham fans and came with- 
in nearly a game of winning a pennant. 


So these past heroes are to be taken 
back again, for the good they have done 
in the past. They are still hopefuls, 
They are to have another chance to glis- 
ten before the American public. It 
takes more than one tumbie to kill a 
man, but they are both on probation 
this season and it might not go well 
with either should they fall again. 

But there are other twirlers than Al- 
tro¢ck and Chesbro who have had their 
bumps. Something like a dozen of the 
big fellows will begin next season on 
former records with a chance to make 
good once more. Joe McGinnity, the 
fron man of the New York Giants, is 
still held although McGraw tried hard 
to trade him. Joe is an old horse and 
cannot trot as he formerly did, but he 


is not going to be turned out to ret. 
He will have another chan arouse 
the baseball fans o country and 
with proper support he is likely to make 


Jesse Tannehill, three seasons ago con- 
sidered the greatest of the southpaws, 
ig mot a dead one yet, but he will have 
to show more life next season to stick 
‘with Boston in the big league.

Jack Powuvell, 
another veteran of the Browns, was any- 
thing but a winning pitcher lfast year, 
but he is to have a chance again to 
try for a record such as he made oniy 
a few seasons back with New York. 
Jake Weimer, something of a sensation 
at Chicago and Cincinnati until the sea- 
son of 1907, is still retained, with the 
hope that he will return to his speeay 
days again. 


In 190% Jack Chesbro was Griffith’s 
hardest worker and won 24 games and 
lost 16. But last season he was on 
the bench, in anything but a winning 
mood, most of the time, and won but 
9 out of 21 games that he pitched. 

Altrock came near being a complete 
failure, and but for a little speed at 
the close of the season would have al- 
most been a candidate for the tin can. 
In 196 he tore off 20 victories and but 
13 defeats, but last year had trouble 
in winning 8 games while he-lost 12. 
Frank Owen was on the sick Nst much 
of the time and gets credit for two 
victories out of five games he pitched 
last season, while the year before he 


mg aeee lost 13. 

n oe McGinnity won 27 mes 
and lost 12, but last year he was Flog 
ed to the limit to split even, 18 on each 
end. Jesse Tannehill won six and lost 
seven, while in years back he was the 
leader of them all. Pelty is cred'ted 
with 12 victories and 21 defeats and the 
year before he scored 17 victories and 12 
defeats. Dineen was a wonder back in 
1903 and 1904, but last summer he won 
seven and dropped 15 games for the 
Browns. 


But every one of these men are in 
high standing all over the big | 
circuit. The fans know the'r worth 
from past performances. If they are 
not worn out or crippled or weak, there 
is no reason why they shouldn’t come 
back and turn the old tricks once more. 

They have been having their ups and 
downs, and nearly every pitcher does. 
Some of them come back after taking 
low dips to the bottom. “Wild BilP’ 
Donovan of the Detroits is a l'ving ex- 
ample of such. He was dragging with 
the bottom ones for some time, but last 
year he bobbed up and made the most 
sensational record of them all. 

But while these pitchers are having 
their ups and downs, one lone man 
stands above them all and points to a 
record that has never fallen. Old Cy 
Young hag a clean record of 17 years in 
the big league, during wh'ch time he has 
scarcely stumbled. He is still going on 
and even last season, wifh the losing 
Boston club, he won 22 games and lost 
but 15. Cy is the king of all pitchers 
and probably has a few more seasons 
still left as a top-notcher.

NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Joseph F. Ull- 
man, the well-known racing man, died 
in a sanitarium at Amityville, Long Is- 
land, last night, as the result of paraly- 
sis, from which he suffered for nearly 
a year. “Joe’’ Ullman and his two 
brothers were known as among the most 
successful bookmakers in the country, 
and their operations extended from one 
coast to the other. 

Although Uliman won several fortunes, 


he lost them again, and it is said that 
he died almost penniless. His last van- 
ture was the backing of an opera com- 
pany, in. which he is said to have lost 
$45,000. 

Ullman was probably better known in 
Chicago and the West than anywhere 
else, because of his long connection with 
Edward Corrigan, which covered prac- 
tically the entire period of racing ac- 
tivity in that city. 


Started at St. Louis. | 


He started in life as a butcher in St. 
Louis, in company with two thers, 
Coley and Alec Ullman, but dropped 
that business 40 become a bookmaker. 
He was a contemporary of Leo Mayer 
and George Wheelock in the slate- 
writing profession. 

Uliman became associated with Corri- 
gan first at Chicago in the days of the 
old West Side racetrack, before the days 
of Garfleld Park racing. Afterwar@ he 
went to Hawthorne along with Cor n 
in 1890, and his business was the op 
eration of the foreign book, which was 
reputed to have won over $600,000 in. six 
months. 

With the close of the Hawthorne track 
in the war with Garfield Park, Ullman 
engaged in the poolroom business. Aft- 
er the resumption of Chicago racing in 
the 90s, UUman’s assoctation with Cor 
rigan continued without interruption un-)| 
til all racing finally was stopped in Cook 
County. Then he went East, and at one 
time attermpted to establish another 
Monte Carlo on “No Man’s Land,” an 
island in Chesapeake Bay.
